The relatively snail portion w5iich Is not 
now availal'tle to the public eccaists prlaarlly of national security 
Intelllsetice or Investigative reports — dealing lars«ly -^rlth activi- 
ties far twoved fro* the assassination itself — which if disclosed 
vl^ht cooproraiss confidential sources or techniques, or In sene cases 
jeopardise the lives of Individuals abroad. All of the Cotralsslon 
iMterlal which has tiot yet been released will be reviewed periodically 
tmtll all of It has been nede available to the public.

Warren Christopher has asked me to reply to your request 
for our cosments on the letter to Senator Kennedy from Mr. 
Richard E. Sprague. 

Since ve have not seen the new photographic evidence 
which Mr. Sprague claims to have discovered, we cannot 
conanent upon the conclusions he has drawn from that evidence 
in his monograph. However, the Federal Bureau of Investiga* 
tlon Is always open to receive and Investigate new evidence 
bearing on the assassination of President Kennedy If anyone 
uncovers valid new evidence. The Department of Justice Is 
ready to ex am i n e any valid and relevant new evidence to 
Ixisure that the facts surrounding the assassination have been 
coaq>letely uncovered. 

While I would expect that Burke Marshall would have 
sxibmltted to the Department anything which he considered 
relevant, I think it would be entirely appropriate for you to 
reply to Mr. Sprague that be should submit to the Departmoit 
any new evidence which he has developed.

The Warren Ccnmaission gathered a vast amount of 
material, much of it having only remote connection with 
the assassination. The bulk of the material that was 
before the Cctsmission either was published in its 26-volume 
HeariniTS or is avsllable to researchers at the National 
Archives, Tne relatively small portion which is not new 
available to the public consists primarily of national 
secvirity intelligence or investigative reports -- dealing 
largely with activities far removed from the assassination 
itself — wliich if disclosed might compromise confidential 
sources or techniques, or in soma cases jeopardize the lives 
of individuals abroad. Public availability of ether informa- 
tion had been delayed pending ccroplction of the prosecution 
cf Jack P.uby, but this information has now been released. 

All of the Commission material which has not yet been 
released will be reviewed periodically until all of it has 
been made available to the public.
